the keys Mayor E. E. Robers. pic­ 
turesque survivor of the old days of 
the west, stood beside a faro table 
and heaved a deep sigh of satisfac­ 
tion. 
••Now we can do lawfully just what 
Nevada 
always 
has done 
under 
cover.” he said. “It's nonsense try­ 
ing to regulate people’s morals by 
law.” 
Thus, upon his return to office for 
the third term, he put the return 
of open Rambling and the “wide­ 
open policy” on a firmer foundation 
With Roberts’ hearty sanction.

Real Reason Is Eeonomir 
‘ For eight years, he said. I have
